While Andover citizens took time off 
for vacation this summer, town employ- 
ees were hard at work—building, re- 
pairing and resurfacing. Their labors did 
not produce spectacular feats of new 
construction, says Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahony; instead, they chipped 
away at an assortment of projects, big 
and small—the ‘‘stuff’’ that makes ev- 
eryday life flow smoothly for the town 
and its residents. 

‘It’s been busy,’’ says Mahony, ‘‘But 
we did what was in our planning cycle. 
I’m pleased that we got it done, but I 
can’t say we did more than we had 
planned.”’ 

Mahony says that the largest accom- 
plishment, from a construction stand- 
point, has been the ongoing work on 
Memorial Hall Library. Construction on 
the new wing has progressed steadily 
over the summer, he says, although com- 
pletion of the project will not come until 
late this year or early in 1987. ‘‘They’re 
still saying December,”’ he says. ‘I’m 
saying February.”’ 

He adds that library functions will 
have to be moved into the new wing be- 
fore the entire project is completed in 
order to accommodate renovations on 
the older portion of the building. 

Mahony says that the town is still ne- 
gotiating for the acquisition of a parcel 
land on Stevens Street, where it hopes to 
construct a new central post office facili- 
ty. ‘‘Everything’s signed on both sides,”’ 
he says; “‘There’s just some problems 
with an easement.’’ No timetable has 
been set for the project 

The fruits of the season also include 
the following: 

¢ The Tantalon Road sewer pumping 
station, located in the Shawsheen Village 
area, is near completion. The building 
itself should be finished by November, 
Mahony says; new connections between 
it and the system will be ready for use in 

another year or so.”’

¢ Carpeting at South School was re- 
placed, as was much of the interior light- 
ing. 

e In the high school, heating controls 
were replaced and workers are installing 
ventilation and air conditioning in the 
media center/office. 

e The air conditioning has been re- 
placed in the Public Safety Center (the 
police/fire building ). 

¢ The town has revised the car traffic 
pattern at West Elementary School, cre- 
ating a one-way access off High Plain 
Road where cars traditionally entered as 
well as exited 

¢ Office spaces downstairs in the town 
hall have undergone remodeling 

e Paving has: been completed on 
Shawsheen Road, Lowell Street, North 
Street and River Road. 

e Drainage problems on Essex Street 
have been addressed. 

¢ Traffic lights on River Road have 
been installed, and will be made func- 
tional when the electronic ‘‘controllers”’ 
are put in later this month 

¢ A 120-page transcript of the 1986

Enthusiastic Curator Moves To 


Where Old Dates Back To 1650

Clark Pearce grew up in the Midwest, 
where the ‘‘old’’ dates to the mid-1800’s. 
Now, he’s living and working in New En- 
gland where, he says with relish, ‘“‘some- 
thing old is 1650.” 

Pearce has more than a casual interest 
in the ‘‘old’’; antiquities are bread and 
butter to the energetic 33-year-old Michi- 
gan native. This May, Pearce became 
the director/curator of the Andover His- 
torical Society. He replaced Marsha Roo- 
ney, who moved to Spokane, Washington, 
after serving in the position for eight 
years. 

Before coming to Andover, Pearce— 
who holds the equivalent of dual masters 
degrees in American Studies and Mu- 
seum Studies from the University of 
Michigan—last worked with the Texas 
version of ‘‘old.”” As curator of the Mc- 
Fadden-Ward House in Beaumont, a 1906 
mansion that had been built by the 
state’s first oil millionaires, he oversaw 
the restoration of the museum to its orig- 
inal decor. ‘‘I was responsible for every- 
thing in the interior of the house,”’ he 
says, ‘‘from the paint in.”’ 

Pearce readily admits that Beaumont, 
Texas, and Andover are two different 
worlds. He still speaks with a touch of 
awe about the interest shown here by the 
community at large in its local and re- 
gional history, and about the openness 
and vigor of his new board. 

‘“T came here because I was so im- 
pressed with the operation,” he says. “‘It 
is an active, professional-minded organi- 
zation, with a young board that is capa- 
ble and willing to devote a great deal of 
their time. Also,’ he adds, ‘“‘it’s not a 
closed society in any sense.” 

He also came here, he says, because 
he wanted to live in New England. Prior 
to his move, Pearce had attended a sum- 
mer institute at Boston University. He 
found himself returning for visits when- 
ever he could. “I spent a lot of time in 
New England—my own personal time— 
because I love it,’’ he says. 

Now, Pearce lives, literally, in the 
midst of New England history. He re- 
sides on Boston’s Beacon Hill and com- 
mutes daily to the Historical Society’s 
museum and headquarters in the Amos 
Blanchard house at 97 Main St. 

He speaks of his new job—and his new 
employers—with enthusiasm. There are, 
he says, two things the Andover Histori- 
cal Society does especially well. First, 
the organization provides through its 
own collections and manuscripts a mi- 
crocosm of the history of America. From 
the town’s beginnings as a farm commu- 
nity, through its years as a stronghold of 
the early Puritan Congregational 
Church—when it instituted the conserva- 
tive Andover Theological Seminary, 
while Harvard moved to embrace Uni- 
tarianism—to the era of the industrial 
revolution, Andover’s own history re- 
flects the history of a new and growing 
nation. 

“The amazing thing is that it’s all 


here, in the basement,’”’ says Pearce. 
‘People do use it.’’ The “‘it’”’ refers to the 
more than 200 shelf-feet of historic 
manuscripts preserved by the Society— 
organized, filed, indexed and cross-refer- 
enced by the organization under Marsha 
Rooney. The ‘“‘people”’ come from other 
towns, states and even countries—like 
the Japanese scholar who came to And- 
over specifically to seek out records of 
one of his earlier countrymen, a mission- 
ary who had brought Andover-based 
Christianity back to Japan in the mid- to 
late-1800's. 

The Society’s second special function, 
according to Pearce, is its role as an 
area educational resource, offering 
classes, house tours and school-linked 
programs in addition to its exhibits. 

Pearce is lavish in his praise of Roo- 
ney’s work, and he feels that his own spe- 
cial talents will fit in well in the 
continuation of what she has begun. One 
of his primary goals will be to add to the 
authenticity of the Blanchard House it- 
self as an historic exhibit. 

The Blanchard house is furnished to 
depict family life in the mid-1800’s. Roo- 
ney once worked as an historical inter- 
preter—an actress who researches and 
assumes an historically-grounded char- 
acter to bring a particular setting alive 
at Plimouth Plantation. She brought the 
interpretation concept, and interpretive 
tours, to the Andover facility. 

In keeping with his background as a 
researcher of historical objects, Pearce 
will direct much of his attention to refin- 
ing the setting of the house. ‘‘My back- 
ground is more. on the curatoral side,”’ 
Pearce explains. 

“T think history is like theatre,’’ he 
says. ‘‘We’ve got to have the proper set- 
ting for the historical interpretation to be 
believable—to pique our interest. Most 
playrights can’t get away with no scen- 
ery, no stage sets. Most of us need to 
present our message with the proper 
backdrop.” In describing his role in the 
drama of Andover’s history as presented 
by the Society, he says, ‘‘Marsha wrote 
the play; I will be working on the stage 
set, in a sense—the backdrop—setting 
the scene for the historic tours that take 
place.”’ 

Pearce hopes to refine his set by re- 
viewing public records of household in- 
ventories—which were made upon the 
death of a home-owner—to form a more 
complete picture of the era’s furnishings 
and the exact mode of their use (e.g., the 
number of beds in a room; the use or 
non-use of dining areas). He is also hav- 
ing the walls of each room in the house 
analyzed scientifically to gauge the age 
of the paint layers, so that he can deter- 
mine and reproduce the colors that were 
used between 1820 and 1840. 

In addition to his work with the house, 
Pearce would like to make the museum 
and the Society more visible in the town 
and in the greater Boston area. ‘‘Right 
now,”’ he says, ‘‘we’re not as well known

as we should be.” He hopes to use his 
Boston connections to link the Society’s 
exhibits, when possible, to those 
mounted at Boston museums. An exam- 
ple of this is his timing of a local exhibit 
of drawings and plans by Andover artist- 
/architect Addison LeBoutillier, who 
worked in pottery in Boston, during a 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts exhibition 
of arts and crafts. “I plan to publicize it 
in Boston, probably through the 
GLOBE,” he says. 

Pearce’s publicity efforts might soon 
receive a significant national boost. On 
his second day in town, he joined Rooney 
in escorting members of an American 
Association of Museums accreditation 
team through the Blanchard house. The 
team’s recommendations, which are still 


pending, could spell AAM membership 
for the Andover facility—giving it nation- 
al credibility and listing it in the associa- 
tion directory. ‘‘Accreditation means 
that it’s not just a sort of a ‘mom and 
pop’ operation, where you open the doors 
and have little exhibits to see and charge 
five dollars,” says Pearce. ‘‘We’re very 
hopeful that we will become accredited 
this year—Marsha has worked very hard 
to bring this museum up to the high stan- 
dards of the Association.” 

Once attained, AAM membership re- 
quires periodic re-accreditation—which 
is based on further improvement and at- 
tention to standards. “It’s a commit- 
tment toward future growth and

American Perspective Offered 


Historical and literary perspectives of Ameri- 
ca and New England will be the focus of several 
courses offered through the Merrimack College 
Division of Continuing Education this fall.

Town Gets $901,820 From State Lottery 


Massachusetts cities and 
towns received $375 million 
from the lottery in the last fiscal 
year, nearly 20 percent of all lo- 
cal aid delivered to the 351 com- 
munities, State Treasurer 
Robert Q. Crane has announced. 

This is an increase of $63,963,- 
706, 20 percent more than the 
previous fiscal year’s total of 
$311,798,529. 

“What this means today is 
that nearly one dollar in every 
five reaching communities for 
local aid comes from the lot- 
tery,’’ Crane said. 

The town of Andover received 
$901,820 from the lottery this 
year. 

“The original law establishing 
the lottery directed that it be op- 
erated for the benefit of the cit- 
ies and towns and we have 
carried out that mandate,”’ 
Crane said. 

“From a modest beginning of 
$22 million net for the first nine 
months of operation in 1972 the 
lottery has earned $1.4 billion 
for the cities and towns through 
June 30, 1986,”’ he said. 

The $375 million earned for 
the cities and towns is distrib- 
uted in three ways. 

The law establishing the lot- 
tery included a direct aid formu- 
la which distributes the 
proceeds from the Weekly 
Game, Instant Games, Daily 
Numbers Game and a small 
amount from Beano operations 
to the 351 cities and towns twice 
yearly. Checks are sent with

and December. That totaled 
$175 million in fiscal 1986. 

When the Arts Lottery, Mega- 
bucks, was established in 1982, 
the law provided that the first $3 
million in net income be made 
available to the State Arts Lot- 
tery Council for distribution to 
local arts councils. That amount 
was raised to $5 million recent- 
ly. 
The remainder of the net in- 
come is sent back to the cities 
and towns through the normal 
local aid channels and that total- 
ed $200,762,235 last year. That 
money is then factored into all 
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of the distribution formulas for 
school aid and general govern- 


ment.

And the sidewalk work, delayed due to 
an initial inaccessibility of the required 
granite curbing, will go out to bid this 
fall, with construction slated for next 
spring. 

Work on the Old Town Hall is still at 
the ‘‘talk’’ stage, says Mahony. ‘‘Hope- 
fully, we’re going to have a meeting or 
two in the near future to see what people 
think about it, if they think about it.”’ 

The winds of summer have also 
brought a wealth of potential industrial 
development—most of it in the form of 
additions to existing buildings—to And- 
over. According to Mahony, Raytheon, 
Digital, Hewlett-Packard, the Andover 
Savings Bank, the Andover Corpora- 
tions, Physical Sciences Laboratories, 
the proposed Courtyard by Marriot hotel, 
and Trammell-Crow ‘‘either have now, 
or will have by the end of the year, build- 
ing plans before us.”’ 

He added that the Board of Health is 
currently working to formulate operat- 
ing regulations for plants that specialize 
in genetic engineering. ‘‘We’ve had two 
firms expressing an interest in locating 
here,” he explains. 

Because of this development, says Ma- 
hony, ‘‘it looks like we’ll be putting in 
traffic lights at Dascomb and Frontage 
roads.”’ The project is strictly in the 
planning phases, he says, and the lights 
have not yet been designed. 

Also being studied is the feasibility of 
installing a ‘‘walk’’ light at the Elm 
Square intersection, says Mahony. He 
anticipates that the question of design— 
possibly involving a four-way stop 
‘‘scramble”’ system—will come before 
the Board of Selectmen in the near fu- 
ture. 

Finally, Mahony commends the town’s 
new Parking Committee on its work—ev- 
idenced primarily at this point by park- 
ing-limit signs that have sprouted on 
residential streets this summer. 
‘“‘They’ve worked hard at it, and they’re 
certainly conscientious. I’ve tried to do 
to the extent possible what they’re rec-

; To Continue Solving Breaks

The Andover Police Department has 
been waging a successful battle against 
housebreaks recently, resulting in the 
arrests of two individuals believed to be 
responsible for numerous breaks in the 
Lovejoy Road area and in the vicinity of 
Yardley Road and Tewksbury St. 

William H. Bourque, 80 Dascomb 
Road, was arrested on Friday, Aug. 15, 
for a single breaking and entering/larce- 
ny charge related to a housebreak on 
Lovejoy Road, and has since been 
arraigned on that charge. According to 
Detective-Sargeant John Houlihan, 
Bourque’s possible involvement with oth- 
er similar occurances in the area is be- 
ing investigated and he ‘‘will be charged 
with several other housebreaks”’ and all 
charges will more than likely be consol- 
idated into one trial. 


Houlihan commented that there have 
been extra patrols of the area, but that a 
‘community watch’’ effort by the resi- 
dents of Lovejoy Road would be helpful, 
especially on weekend evenings when 
most housebreaks are occurring there.

An officer observed a blue van parked 
on the roadway in the vicinity of Yardley 
Road and Tewksbury St. The van was 
familiar to the officer who had reason to 
believe it had been used in another re-

Emerson Dropping 
Land In Andover

The use of Andover land for the loca- 
tion of dormitories has been ruled out by 
Emerson College in its proposed move 
from Boston to the banks of the Merri- 
mack River. 

According to William Harrold, Exec- 
utive Director of Public Relations for the 
College, the decision not to use the land 
off River Road, which was included in 
the initial relocation plans, was made in 
early spring, after discussions among 
college officials and representatives of 
the city of Lawrence and the town of 
Andover. 


As now planned, said Harrold, ‘‘The 
initial stage of building involves 77 acres 
of land. That is all in Lawrence. The en- 
tire campus is 100 percent in Lawrence, 
including student housing.’’ He added 
that the Lawrence land use is being 
planned as an urban renewal project for 
that city, and that the inclusion of land 
from a second town would be ‘‘much 
more cumbersome, probsbly not 
do-able.”

Soon after their arrival on the reservation, 
jokes made by one member of the Andover 
group brought about a discussion with one of the 
Indian teens who took the person aside and qui- 
etly explained that that type of humor was not 
acceptable to them. 

All agreed that the bad times were necessary 
for the fun times the group eventually had to- 
gether. It was one way of getting to know each 
other better. In that way, the program, now in 
its third year, served its purpose.

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College Observes Anniversary 


Merrimack College in North Andover begins its 40th 
year of educational service to northeastern Massachu- 
setts and southern New Hampshire on Wednesday, Sept. 
3 


‘‘Merrimack’s 40th year will be a time for celebration 
and reflection,’ said Rev. John E. Deegan, O.S.A., presi- 
dent of Merrimack. “It is my hope that the events and 
activities that have been planned for the 1986-87 academic 
year will be a celebration shared by the many people of 
the Merrimack Valley who were instrumental in the 
founding of the college and who have enabled Merrimack 
to grow and develop in the phenomenal way that it has. 
This 40th year should also be a time for us to look ahead to 
Merrimack’s future, what the college should be and could 
be in the next four decades and seek the support and re- 
sources to make that future a reality.”’ 

Fr. Deegan said that a number of special events and 
programs have been planned. The new year officially be- 
gins Wednesday, Sept. 3, with a special Mass of the Holy 
Spirit in the Collegiate Church of Christ the Teacher on 
the college campus at 11:30 a.m. In this liturgy, the col- 
lege community asks God’s blessing on the new academic 
year. 

Two major events have been planned for the spring. A 
special Mass celebrating Merrimack’s 40th anniversary 
will take place in the Collegiate Church of Christ the Tea- 
cher on Friday, April 24, at 3 p.m. The liturgy will also 
celebrate the 16th Centenary of St. Augustine, a world- 
wide celebration of the Augustinian order marking the 
anniversary of the conversion of the order’s founder, the 
great theologian, teacher and bishop, Augustine of Hippo. 

A 40th anniversary dinner-dance will take place in the 
college’s Volpe Complex on Saturday, April 25. Cocktails 


at 6:30 p.m. and dinner at 7:30 p.m. will be followed by 
dancing to the music of “Big Band Incorporated’”’ until 1 
a.m. 

A number of cultural, entertainment and educational 
events are being arranged and a videotape on the first 40 
years of Merrimack is being produced. A special cele- 
bration of 40 years of Merrimack athletics is planned for 
January 24. 

Many of Merrimack’s annual events, such as the annual 
college Christmas tree lighting and the St. Augustine 
Awards dinner, will be part of the 40th year celebration. 
The 1987 reunion weekend will feature special anniversary 
events for all classes. 

Forty years ago a group of business and professional 
leaders of the Merrimack Valley met with Cardinal Rich- 
ard Cushing with plans to open a Catholic college for the 
region. They sought to provide a Catholic college for the 
“new, non-traditional student’ of the time, the G.I. re- 
turning from World War II. Enthusiastically accepting the 
proposal, Cardinal Cushing asked the Augustinian Friars 
at Villanova University to staff the new college that would 
bear the name of the river that was the lifeline of the 
region it would serve. 

From a single building in 1947 that opened its doors to 
the first class of 165 students, Merrimack has grown to a 
campus of more than a dozen buildings spread over 220 
acres on the North Andover hillside. The college begins its 
40th year with an enrollment of more than 3,400 students: 
2,100 in the day program and 1,300 in the division of contin- 
uing education. Merrimack’s curriculum has grown to in- 
clude academic programs in the natural and physical 
sciences, civil and electrical engineering, business admin- 
istration and financial management, computer science, 
the social sciences and the humanities. 


School Bus Law Signed 


Gov. Michael S. Dukakis recently signed school bus 
safety legislation that will outlaw older, less safe school 
buses; substantially toughen the penalties for illegally 
passing a school bus; require that every school child learn 
bus safety; and mandate guidelines for passenger re- 

_ straint systems in school buses. 

The new legislation requires: 

¢ the elimination by 1989 of all school buses built before 
1977 when the federal government ordered significant 
structural changes in bus safety design; 

¢ stiffening of fines for illegally passing school buses 
(from not more than $100 to not less than $100 and not 
more than $200) and license suspension for repeat offend- 
ers. 

¢ increasing classroom instruction in school bus safety 
practices; 

* installation of an additional mirror for increased oper- 
ator ability to monitor activity outside the bus; and 

* compliance of school bus seat belt installations with 
applicable federal safety standards for belts, buckles, 
anchorages and seats.

The package was recommended by the legislative com- 
mission that succeeded the Registry of Motor Vehicles’ 
Blue Ribbon Committee on School Bus Safety. 

“Increases in fines for illegally passing school buses 
and the requirement that a school bus safety curriculum 
be taught three times during the school year, coupled with 
the anticipated mandating of stop arms, should sharply 
curtail off-bus tragedies,” said Philip Travis (D-Reho- 
both), House chairman of the special commission. 

With the legislature, at the urging of the governor, act- 
ing expeditiously to ensure passage of the complete school 
transportation package, Massachusetts has become the 
first of the 50 states to enact such sweeping and compre- 
hensive changes. 

‘Although the National Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration has long recommended the phasing out of all 
buses built before 1977 when significant structural and 
engineering improvements went into effect, Massachu- 
setts is the only state to ban the outmoded buses,”’ said 
William Keating (D-Canton), Senate chairman of the spe- 
cial commission.

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Bay State Children 
Go Back To School 


The doors of 1,796 public schools in 436 
districts throughout the Commonwealth 
will open this week admitting an esti- 
mated enrollment of 846,430 Massachu- 
setts school children, including 133,611 
special education students, 25,408 biling- 
ual and about 240,000 students in occupa- 
tional education programs. They will be 
greeted by more than 70,000 teachers, 
according to State Education Commis- 
sioner Ron Raynolds who predicted that 
1986-87 ‘‘will come to be known as the 
year of the teacher here in Massachu- 
setts and in the rest of the nation as 
well.”” Raynolds, a lifetime teacher 
booster, forecasts ‘increased recogni- 
tion of the teacher’s role in our society”’ 
now and in years to come. ‘‘Teachers are 
members of a distinguished band of hu- 
mans who throughout history are always 
in the forefront of human experience,” 
he said. ‘‘No other profession can claim 
a more central role in the entire history 
of this planet.”’ 

Raynolds explained that a series of 
teacher forums aimed at eliciting ideas 
on the condition of teaching have been 
set for October, featuring addresses by 
key figures in educational reform in the 
legislature and profession, including 
Marc S. Tucker. The executive director 
of the Carnegie Forum on Education and 
the Economy, Tucker will report on the 
content of ‘‘A Nation Prepared: Teacher 


School Improvement Act of 1985. The 
panel will include the Lucretia Crocker 
teachers, the 1986 Massachusetts teacher 
of the year, classroom teachers who are 
active members of the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association and the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Teachers and the 
Leadership Academy principals.

development,”’ he says. 

Pearce also hopes to further establish 
the museum’s role as an educational re- 
source to the Merrimack Valley as a 
whole. Amos Blanchard lived during the 
mill days, Pearce notes, and was a pl- 
oneer in the bringing of the railroad to 
Andover. His house offers a sampling of 
life during an era that is much cele- 
brated by exhibits in other local commu- 
nities; it is a link in the regions 
historical chain. 

On a local level, Pearce would like to 
open the Blanchard house for more hours 
per week. He would like to computerize 
Rooney’s inventory/index system, as 
well as the Society mailings; he would 
like to install a new phone system which 
would allow the Society more than its 
present single line. He would like to hire 
a contractor te work on the barn at- 
tached to the house, making necessary 
structural repairs; he would also like to 
hire outside experts to help set the area 


up for display once it is finished 

For all of these improvements, howev- 

, the Society will need money. 

‘‘Many people imagine that we have a 
ot of money,’ says Pearce, ‘‘that our 
endowment is more than we'll ever need 
We have gotten generous bequests, but it 


is not enough, with the growth we've 
been experiencing.” 

In order to buy the computer, the 
phone system, the services of contrac- 
tors and the advice of professionals, the 
Society is holding a major fund-raiser 
this November—an antiques auction.

For the event, the Society is soliciting 
donations of antiques—silver services, 
photographs, quilts, furniture, ‘anything 
that would be of interest to people to ac- 
quire,’ he says. Pearce is quick to note 
that nothing in the museum’s collections 
will be sold off—‘‘that would be unethi- 
cal,” he says—and that the donations 
will be reviewed by the staff first, to de- 
termine if they would be of value to the 
Blanchard house. 

He urges potential auction donors to 
contact the Society as soon as possible. 
“We're trying to get a lot of the materi- 
als in by Sept. 15, so that we can publish 
pictures of them in a catalog,” he says. 

Clearly, with the November auction 
and further yet-to-be-scheduled fund- 
raising, the accreditation quest, and his 
planned work on the museum, Clark 
Pearce has stepped into the Andover His- 
torical Society’s 75th year to find his 
hands suddenly full. He is not intim- 
idated; in fact, he is quick to assert that 
life is treating him very well. ‘I live ina 
very active and urban and stimulating 
environment,’’ he says with a smile, 
‘“‘and I have beautiful Andover to come 
to, to work and look at the big old 
houses—and to help work on Andover’s 
history.”’ 

And he has his primary goal—of which 
Pearce says, quite simply, ‘“‘We’re hop- 
ing to become one of the best little histor- 
ical societies in the country. Marsha has 
brought us light-years toward this goal; I 
hope to continue this progress.”’
